CHARGES CRUELTY TO IRISH PRISONERS 


Coolldge leaders in the state do 


not conceal their joy over the en- 
dorsement of the president by Henry 
Ford. They say that it will mean a 
lot of the strength that the auto- 
mobile manufacturer has shown will 
be switched to Coolidge, and that the 
bitter criticisms of Senator Hiram 
Johnson will assist in cementing this 
strength back of the chief executive. 


This claim is put forth, they say, 


after careful inquiry of political ob- 
servers in several parts of the state 
where Ford had shown the posses- 
sion of a 
considerable 
following. 


When Johnson accused Ford of com- 
ing out for Coolidge because he had 
been promised Muscle Shoals, this 
was resented by Ford's friends. 


The belief is growing among dem- 


ocrats that Governor Bryan will not 
wait until definite word has been re- 
ceived as to the intentions of Sena- 
tor Norrls, and that he will file when 
he thinks the political horoscope in- 
dicates the time is ripe. This will be 
over the protests of some of the 
democrats who think that the gover- 
nor ought to file for the .office he 
now holds. Secretary of state Pool 
is one who haa told the governor so. 
He thinks that Bryan should go be- 
fore the people again as a candidate 
for governor with a request that he 
be given a legislature that will work 
with Mm. 


Most of the republican politicians 


and candidates are very much inter- 
ested in finding out whether the gov- 
ernor Is "getting away 
with his 


claims as to having saved the people 
many millions in the cost of living. 
They hear varying reports. In some 
districts they are told democrats are 
outspoken in derisive 
comment on 


these claims, while in others the re- 
ports are that he is stronger than 
ever by reason of them. 


Former Congressman Sloan, who 


is soon to enter the senatorial race, 
is frank to say that if he had to pick 
a democratic opponent it would be 
Governor Bryan. He thinks that the 
governor has been claiming too 
much credit and that his claims are 
so preposterous as to react on his 
popularity.

Mentioned in Any of Red 


Man's Literature. 


Recently a number of pioneer Ne- 


biaskans disputed over the accur- 
acy and origin of the familiar vers- 
ion of how the Weeping Water got 
its name. In Indian language It was 
supposed to be 
Minneboohoo, 
or 


weeping water, as 
Minnehaha 
is 


laughing water. 


Secretary A. E. Sheldon of the 


Ftato historical society steps to the 
front with the declaration that the 
Indians had nothing to do with the 
naming of the creek, and that there 
is no legend in all Indian literature 
or recognition of the story that has 
been popularly accepted. On 
the 


other hand he finds by the records 
that O. C. Dake, a former Episcopal 
minister who came west in the six- 
ties and who was protessor of liteia- 
ture at the state university in 1871, 
is the real author. 


The first the story appears is in a 


prefacery note by Dr. Drake to the 
first book of poems ever issued by a 
resident of Nebraska, entitled "Ne- 
braska Legends and Other Poems." 
Mr. Sheldon says that it is perfectly 
clear to anyone familiar with litera- 
ture that while Dr. Drake was try- 
ing to give expression to western 
life 
be 
unconsciously used 
the 


figures of speech and other forms of 
expression to be found in the Creek 
Iliad. Mr. Sheldon goes further, and 
says: 


"The legend of Weeping 
Water 


has serious question of authenticity. 
There are various accounts in prose 
purporting to give the origin of this 
legend. These stories do not agree, 
either as to the tribes or the circum- 
stances. 
The Pawnee, Omaha and 


Otoe tribes are the ones involved. 
The Pawnee tribe has a very ex- 
tensive 
literature, 
perhaps 
two 


thousand pages in print, including 
its chief traditions 
and legends. 


There is no story of Weeping Water 
among them. The Omaha tribe has 
an extensive collection of literature 
in 
print, 
including 
the 
twenty- 


seventh volume of the United States 
Bureau of Ethnology, 
-written 
by 


.Francis LaFlesche and Miss AJice 
Fletcher. 
This is a book of seven 


hundred pages, giving 
minute ac- 


count of the history, the 
religion, 


the traditions, the songs, the cus- 
toms, the legends of 
the 
Omaha 


tribe, written by two persons having 
the most intimate knowledge of all 
these matters. 
There is no Weep- 


ing Water legend in 
this 
Omaha 


literature. 
The Otoe tribe has no 


such a body of literature in print. 
The work so well 
done for 
the 


Pownee and Omaha has not been 
done for the Otoe, but in the liter- 
ature which exists and In the knowl- 
edge of the leading persons in the 
Otoe tribe there- is no Weeping 
Water legend. 


"All the various sories in print 


purporting to relate to the legend of 
Weeping Water date from a period 
subsequent to the 
publishing 
of 


Professor Dake's book. French ex- 
plorers gave name to the stream 
"L'eau Qui Pleure." This name is 
found upon a map published in Paris 
by Pen-in Du Lac, a French geogra- 
pher, in 1802. It is applied to the 
stream now known as the Weeping 
Water. It is not explained in any 
known literature, French, Spanish 
cr English, how the stream came to 
receive 
this name. The natural

On the other hand. It is stated that 


a. vast amount of scientific informa- 
tion much of it potentially praciicl- 
ble to navigators, farmers and fish- 
ermban, will accrue from 
a well 


equinped expedition to survey the 
arctic regions. 


It is pointed out in a statement, 


irom the National Geographic so- 
siety that the world's largest unex- 
plored area lies at the threshold of 
American territory—between Point 
Barrow, Alaska and the North Pole. 
As the crow—or airplane—flies, it is 
1.287 
miles from Point Barrow to the 


pole and the flight path cuts the cen- 
ter of this vast region, three times 
the size of Texas- Literally nothing 
is known by direct observation of 
this expanse—not even whether it is 
land or water or both. 


Notes of navigators along its edges 


indicate that land exists there. Move- 
ments and age of the ice, tides and 
wave measurements point to that 
conclusion. Should land exist, the 
vegitation will be worthy of study. 
It is entirely possible the islands 


, some day may have an economic 
value, and planting 
the American 


fiag there may be accounted as an 
act of foresight by future genera- 
tions, as it will be acclaimed a pa- 
triotic feat by living Americans.

Investigators Conclude Net Profit 


Low in 1922—Mortality on Con- 


cerns in This line' Is 


Shown to Be High. 


A study of the retail coal trade in 


Lincoln hy the committee on busi- 
ness research of tho state univer- 
sity college of business administra- 
tion has made definite facts in a 
much disputed field now available I 
to the public. The Investigation was j 
made by George M. Darlington, in- 
structor in accounting. The lacts 
were obtained by means of question- 
aires, personal interviews and ex- 
amination of tb,e books of coal deal- 
ers. 
The purpose of the 
report 


which has been published in pam- 
phlet form, was "to find out the ac- 
tual condition of the retail coal bus- 
iness in Lincoln, how it is conducted 
i^nd what its costs are." 


Of the twenty-two firms retailing 


coal in Lincoln on March 1, last year, 
only thirteen handled coal alone, and 
of these only six kept double entry i 
records. This fact limited the num-1 
ber of retailers whose profits could 
be accurately determined. In mak- 
ing up the tables shewing the opei- 
ating expense of retailers, five firms 
were selected because of the com- 
pleteness of their records.

port includes a table showing the 
percentage of each item of cost in 
handling coal and the net profit of 
the five firms for last year, 1922:

net profits in the coal business have 
been low the past two years. This 
lias been due in part to fluctuating 
mine prices and in pan to higher ex- 
pense. The report says: "Three of 
the dealers reporting sell from 15 
per cent to 50 per cent of their coal 
in carload lots. The gross margin 
in this case runs from 5 cents to 25 
cents per ton. and 15 cents per ton 
is the normal figure. This seems a 
low amount for jtross margin, but 
coal sold in car lots is handled at 
such slight expense

profit."

Of eighteen firms reporting from 
whom they purchase, six buy from 
the mines and from jobbers, while 
twelve buy practically all their coal 
from the mines, picking up only an 
occasional car thru jobbers. The 
reasons given by dealers for purchas- 
direct were that more satisfactory 
service and quality were obtained 
from the mines. Some dealers say 
that they are uncertain of the source 
of their coal when bought thru a job- 
ber, 
and that they are not sure of 


its quality. 


"Coal is bought largely on a run- 


ning order 
contract 
during the 


spring, and is then delivered as 
specified, i. e., so many cars per 
week during the summer, or so many 
during the fall. Terms are net cash 
from the first to the tenth of the 
month following shipment. There 
are no purchase discounts in the coal 
business. For special orders, the 
time for delivery requires a period 
varying from one to five weeks, de- 
pending on the distance to the mine 
and the availability of cars. 


"Records were not available as to 


the proportion o: the different coals 
purchased. Rough estimates made 
by reporting firms, indicate that' 


about 20 per cent of the coal for 
domestic use was semi-anthracite. 70 
per cent bituminous, and the other 
10 per cent scattered over coke, an- 
thracite and miscellaneous coals. 


Use of Trade Name*. . 


"Ten out of eighteen dealers 're- 


porting use trade najaes for part of 
their coal. Of those who do not use 
them two handle only one kind of 
coal, another reported he is going to 
begin the practice. The trade name 
is a means by which the dealer iden- 
tifies certain grades of coal, or coal 
from certain mines. The same coal 
may be handled by several dealers 
but under different trade names. A 
few of these names are national in 
scope, and amount pretty nearly to 
the same thing as a mine namfe. 
Most of them are invented by the 
local dealer and have no significance 
other than that which the dealer's 
reputation gives to them. 


"There is small complaint as to 


weights of coal delivered. Deliveries 
are made, for the most part, by hired 
truckmen. A uniform charge of $1 
per ton for delivery is made whether 
done by the dealer's own truck or by 
hired delivery.

accused men with so many safeguards that it 
is rare indeed that BU innocent man is found 
guilty. In trying to be fair to the one man on 
trial we are unfair to the state, which is all of 
us together. A reading of the briefs filed in the 
supreme court will show that reliance of the 
attorneys for defendants is largely on technical 
details and that the least space is devoted to 
discussing the sufficiency of the evidence If it 
be true that only one tQrlf" appeals in criminal 
cases is successful, it linear that nine of them 
bad no justification. Therefore there were nma 
unnecessary appeals and nine cases where law- 
yers thought they might 
be able to outwit 


justice.
